Bankers expect to be circulating an 
entirely new kind of paper money with- 
in short time. Secretary of the Trea- 
sury McVeagh has recently announced 
that.there is to be a radical change in 
the "greenback" currency. 

Paper bills are to be made much 
smaller and the design will propably be 
different. The present a $5 bill— as 
well asother bills— is 3 by 7 1-2 inches. 
Itls planned to cut this down to about 
2 1-2 by 6 1-8 inches. 

In view of the fact that there is no 
act regulating the size of paper cur- 
rency, It seems likely that there* should 
be nothing In the way of the proposed 
change. That such' a new sized bill for 
all denominations ; would bo de- 
sirable is the opinion, of many besides 
the secretary of the treasury, and, in 
fact, the declaration of the latter 
comes largely as the result of agitation 
of bankers and others intimately inter- 
ested in the question. 



When Spencer Banks, the negro in- 
dicted on a serious crime was arraigned 
in circit court Monday morning he 
sprung a sensation when he told of hav- 
ing transferred two lots to a man who 
visited him in the County jail and who 
claimed to be an attorney who would 
•defend him but who is not an attorney, 
and if what Banks say is true, has him- 
self open to criminal prosecution. 

The man named by Banks, is R. D. 
Griffith, or, better known hereabouts as 
Ruper Deveraux, the former Zionite 
who for a time was posing as one of 
the big leaders in Zion, who later be- 
came a Roosevelt booster and was made 
secretary of the Lake County Roosevelt 
organization, who later launched a 
Frultville land deal among Waukegan 
people and who for some time has not 
been seen in the vicinity. 

Banks, with much concern, told the 
court when he was called to the bench 
that he had no attorney although he 
had engaged one. He said that Grif- 
fith had visited him in the county jail 
after the arrest on the serious charge 
and had told him he was an attorney, 
that he would defend him in his trail 
providing he would pay him well. He 
was told that Banks owned two lots in 
Oakland subdivision, northwestern part 
of Waukegan, and finally Griffith de- 
clared that he would defend him if he 
deeded those lots to hiin. 

Banks said that he finally agreed to do 
so, signed the papers and Griffith depart- 
ed. 

M I have not seen him since and have 
wondered if he was looking after my 
case," said the colored man as he look- 
ed about the courts room. 

The statement of the negro caused 
Judge Whitney to prick up his ears and 
listen most attentively as this is the 
first time that such a case has come 
to his attention. He accordingly turn- 
ed to the state's attorney and told him 
that the circumstances indicated need 
of the prosecuter looking into the mat- 
ter and if possible locate Griffith and 
find what he has to say about the mat- 
ter. After asking that this be done. 
Judge Whitney named James Welch as 
Banks' attorney and the motion was 
made to quash the indictment but it has 
not been argued yet. 

Banks is the colored man'who used 
to work in various barber Bhops of the 
city and was considered an exceptional- 
ly well behaved negro. Finally he was 
charged with attacking a boy out near 
Lewis avenue, his arrest -followed and 
the indictment resulted later. 



Terms Must Not be Modified Without 
Consent of Two-thirds of Member- 
ship 



Judge Bradshaw, of Des Maine, Iowa, 
equity dlvison o^ the district court, 
held that the proposed changes in the 
law governing tfce Modern Woodman of 
America is a violation of the vested con- 
tract rights of members and is null and 
void so far as it attemps to change rates 
without the,consent of the members. 

The decison was in a case brought by 
the insurgent wing of the organization 
to annul certain changes in articles of 
association by-lawB adopten by the head 
camp of the Woodmen in Chicago in 
January, 1912. s 

The court held, first, that under a 
certificate of this character the holder 
occupies toward the society a duel re- 
lation. As a member of the corpora- 
tion he is bound by all its reasonable by- 
laws, whether they come into existence 
before or after issurance of his certifi- 
cate. As a person holding a contract 
with the society he stands on the same 
footing as any other person making a 
contract with it. 

"Second, the contract of insurance 
consists of the certificate of application 
for membership, the articles of asocia- 
tion, by-laws -of ~the .society -and the 
statutes of the state of Illinois relating 
thereto. 

"Third, the new law of the society 
proposes to change both the rate and 
plan of insurance and both rate and 
plan are a part of the members' con- 
tract 

"Fourth, there is no difference in 
principle between reducing the amount 
of benefit and increasing the price 
changed for the benefit. 

"Fifth, the amendents to the articles 
of incorporation are illegal and void be- 
cause not adopted by a two-thirds vote 
of the members."

Attorney Heydecker Confident That the 
Present Rates Will Stand 

Mr. C. T. Heydhcker of Waukegan 
states reliable information, obtained 
from Springfield, that at a meeting 
held Monday of the Commissioner _of 
Insurance, Superintendent of Schools 
and State Treasurer^ the board cieited 
by an act of the legislature amending 
the frateral act insurance law, for the 
benefit of the Woodmen, on Monday 
proposed to the committee of the known 
insurgents that if they would stand by 
them they would order the referendum 
vote on the rates, irrespective of the 
Woodmen Board of Directors. 

This is the proposition that the Board 
took in the face of the so-called Mc- 
Winley injunction in Chicago. It is 
thought that if the worst comes to the 
worst and that the Board of Directors 
of the Woodmen ignore the Illinois 
statues, it will be able to carry through 
the legislature an emergency act, an- 
nulling the rates adopted at Chicago. It 
is hoped, however, that this will not be 
necessary, as there is still the one hope 
in the suit pending at Springfield, which 
is to enjoin them from enforcing the 
adopted rates. 

Mr. Heydecker feels confident, after 
a conversation with those high in au- 
thority, that 'some way will be provid- 
ed to defeat the increased rates.

ON'UMENTS and memorials 
have been erocted to tho 
momory of distinguished 
statesmen, warriors, litem- 
tours and heroes of various 
characters, for many centuries, and 
tho typeB of architecture of theao 
tokens of love and loyalty have as- 
sumed as many distinctive designs as 
aro Indicated by tho character whom 
they commemorate, as well as that of 
the artist or architect who designs 
them. 

Tho love and loyalty of one man, a 
friend, for ono whom he had admired 
throughout his momentous career, will 
bo fittingly portrayed In tho magnifi- 
cent Birthplace Memorial building, 
which Is to bo erected In NSlea, O., to 
tho memory of Its first citizen, tho Into 
President William McKlnlcy, through 
tho efforts of Hon. Joseph G. Butler, 
Jr., millionaire philanthropist and 
capitalist of Youngstown. 

Tho plans and specifications of this 
majestic shrlno are now completed and 
a portrait of the building la herewith 
presented. It la expected that work 
on the construction will bo com~ 
menced In tho early aprlng. 
Plan to Raise Funds. 
Tho conception of thla memorial 
has been upon tho mind and heart of 
Mr. Butler since tho death of the mar- 
tyred president, and ho always ex- 
pressed tho belief that Nllea waa the 
fitting place for such a memorial. Al- 
though he contributed liberally to the 
funds for tho majestic mausoleum at 
Canton, he was then evolving a plan 
to erect a memorial In Nllea himself, 
but on taking tho matter under duo 
consideration, ho felt that there wore 
many who cherished tho momory of 
the great statesman as deeply as ho, 
who would feel that they were deserv- 
ing of tho opportunity to contribute to 
auch a cause. A number of friends 
were consulted, and Mr. Butler waa ac- 
corded the greatest encouragement. 
Ho planned to make It a thoroughly 
national movement, and decided that 
it would be a security to tho enter- 
prise to appeal to congroBB for a 
charter, with the understanding that 
the government waB not called upon 
to provide any of tho funds. These 
are to be rained by private subscrip- 
tion, and a bill was accordingly Intro- 
duced Into congress by Representative 
W. Aubrey Thomas, who represented 
tho old Nineteenth district, which was 
passed without a dissenting voice. In 
a most stormy period at the close of 
tho third session of the Sixty-first 
congress, and Joseph G. Butler, Jr., of 
Ohio; Myron T. Herri ck of Ohio. Jacob 
G. Schmldlapp of Ohio, 'John G. Mil- 
burn of New York, and W. A. Thom- 
as of Ohio were* appointed members 
of a commission, to composo a body 
corporate, which would be known by 
the namo of the National McKInloy 
Birthplace association, to perpetuate 
the name and achievements of tho 
lato Prealdent William McKlnley, by 
erecting and maintaining In tho city 
of NHcb, O,, his birthplace, a monu- 
ment and memorial building. 

WIM Serve Many Purposes. 

Impressing upon tho minds of hla 
associates that hla plan waa to es- 
tablish a building, far removed from 
the usual monumental pile, which 
would bo a dignified Btructuro of noble 
architecture, to servo aa a civic center 
for tho peoplo of tho city, to contain 
an auditorium for public meetlnga, a 
relic room, whoro documents, relics 
and other valuable mementoes of tho 
McKInloy period would bo stored and 
statuary and rare paintings and por- 
traits of notable people connected 
with that period will bo placed. An- 
other compartment will be given over 
to tho free public library. An effort 
will also bo inado to allow space for 
portraltB of notable men associated 
with McKlnley's career, both aa a citi- 
zen and aa a statesman, and also 
Illustrations and other representations 
of the Industrial developments of the 
McKlnley policies. A room will bo 
placed at the disposal of tho Grand 
Army of tho Republic and tho Wom- 
en's Relief Corps, and hero will bo 
found many relics of McKlnley's mili- 
tary career in the Civil war aa a prl- 
vato, arising to the rank of a major 
general, and also of the Spanish-Amer- 
ican war. 

In order to allow the people of Nllea 
to ahow their appreciation of this 
great gift, it waa deemed a courtesy 
by tho trustees of tho association to 
allow them to make such a contribu- 
tion aa they felt in their power to 
give, and In order to. promote tho gen- 
eral good fooling Mr. Butlor and hla 
aids came to Nllea and conducted a 
alx-day campaign. Previous to thla, 
Mr. Butler had headod the list with a 
contribution of $5,000 and each of 
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tho trustees had contributed $1,000 
each. A $5,000 subscription was se- 
cured from Andrew Carnegie, and 
largo sums woro pledged by many 
other philanthropists. During tho six- 
day campaign conducted in tho city 
over $58,000 wns raised. 

Fraternal organizations, clubs and 
Individuals in the city worked and 
contributed freely, and a aplendld aplr- 
it provnlled throughout the entlro cam- 
paign. Telegraph and telephone con- 
nections woro established at head- 
quarters, and a committee was In 
charge of tho responses to the mes- 
sages sent out. This method of rais- 
ing tho $100,000, which tho building la 
designed to cost, has met with the 
most sincere approval of tho peoplo 
of Nllea, alnce It gives them tho aa- 
aurance that they have a part In tho 
enterprise. 

Tho building la tho first of lta typo 
to be designed In tho world, and la a 
fitting memorial to tho great states- 
man. In tho design an effort Is mado 
to portray to tho nresent and future 
generations the noblo character of 
President McKInloy which shall en- 
dure for ages, also the groat philan- 
thropic thought of the founder of the 
movement whereby Nllos Is to receive 
this great gift, tho lifelong friend and 
staunch supporter of the martyred 
president, Hon. Joseph G. Butler. 

Tho great generosity of tho Ameri- 
can pooplo Is being displayed In tho 
many hearty responses to telegrams 
and tho largo volume of encouraging 
letters being received dally by Mr. 
Butlor from almost every Btato In tho 
Union and many foreign posts.

corn and that Is before freezing 
weather has done Its Injury. There 
Is no exact dato when seed corn 



should bo picked, since tho ripening 
period depends somewhat upon tho 
dato of planting, weather conditions 
and the variety of corn used. How- 
evor, In every Instance, If good ger- 
minable seed Is to be obtained It must 
bo taken when the crop has reached 
sufficient maturity and before any In- 
Jury has boon done by tho frost 

Field selection before husking time 
time Is in all cases strongly to bo 
recommended. This Is the only way 
In which one can make a real selec- 
tion of valuable ears. It Is well to 
bear In mind that each plant Is an 
Individual and as such haB characteris- 
tics of its own. Intelligent selection 
from tho field may therefore be the 
means of making Improvements In 
tho crop as to quality as well as ob- 
taining a good stand. It will nlao add 
much to tho vigor and strength of 
the plants bo that yield 1b dependent 
upon It. 

In selecting seed, choose early ma- 
turing ears, since this will Induce 
earllness In the following crop. In 
many fields it Is quite noticeable that 
much of tho corn Is In danger from 
frost because careless selection helps 
to bring this condition about. To bo 
sure there are other factors Involved 
which are Just as important, but aeed, 
nevertheless, plays its part. If well 
matured seed were selected from 
healthy, vigorous stalks there would 
Indeed bo less of tho "No Grade" corn 
on tho market. To improve tho qual- 
ity of tho corn, by whatsoever means 
possible, should bo tho great object 
of tho corn grower. Anything which 
will help to Increase tho yield should 
not bo overlooked. In order to make 
tho best field selection ono neods to: 
have pretty clearly in mind tho things 
that aro really Important and hold 
closely to 'them. Corn naturally re- 
sponds very readily to any selection or 
treatment given It

SELECTING TREES 
FOR THE ORCHARD 

By A88T. PROF. A. W. NOLAN, 
Collego of Agriculture, University of 
Illinois. 
The comraerlcal orchardlsts seldom 
plant moro than four five varieties of 
fruit trees, best adapted to. their loca- 
tion and markets, but the farmer re- 
quires many varieties to supply tho 
demands for fruit throughout the year. 
Early summer, late summer, early fall 
and: winter, late wlntor and early 
spring fruit, all are necessary for his 
table. There aro hundreds of var- 
ieties from which to choose but those 
varieties adapted to soil and climatic 
conditions should be selected. Tho 
trees grown successfully In the com- 
munity will Indicate to the buyer what 
varieties . are suitable. The personal 
tastes ' of tho owner and his family 
will also guldo In tho selection of 
varieties. 

A fow of the standard varieties of 
fruit .for family orchards of Illinois 
may be mentioned a* follows: 

Apples — Summer varieties: Red As- 
trachan, Yellow Transparent, Early 
Harvest, Duchess, Red June. Fall var- 
ieties: Wealthy, Maiden's Blush, Fa- 
mouse, Grimes Golden, Jonathan. 
Winter varieties: Rome Beauty, Ben 
Davis, Wine Sap, Guno, Salome, York 
Imperial, Willow, Stayman. 

Poaches. — Elborta, Champion, -Craw- 
fords Early, Heath Cling, Carman. 

Chorrles s — Early Richmond, Mont- 
morency, Dyehouse, English Morollo, 
Tartarian. 

Pears.— Kleffer, Flemish Beauty, 
Garber, Bartlott, Howell. 

Plums. — Burbank, DamBon, DoSota. 
Wild Goose, Abundance, Surprise. 

Grapea.-rMoore's Diamond, Niagara, 
(white,) Concord, Wordon, (black,) 
Woodruff, Brighton, (red)'." 

Much valuable advice is given upon 
buying at the ' nursery grounds, but 
the practical thing for the farmer to 
do is to order Buch varieties as he 
may decide upon from *n\ thoroughly 
reliable and reputable nurseryman, and 
the ohances are that he will got bet- 
ter stock than- he would If bo selected 
tho trees himself. Tho good nursery- 
man will' know that the, young trees 
should not be dug until, iho , leaves 
havo nearly all fallen, for this, moans 
that tho buils are well rlpenod. and 
that the wood 1b hard' and mature 

Whether. It 1b bottor to buy straight 
whips one year old, or moro expen- 
sive two-year old trees on which the 
main branches are already started,. is 
an unsettled question. Professor Al- 



derman of tho West Virginia collego 
of agriculture writes on tho subject 
as follows: 

"Tho advantages in favor of, the 
smaller trees are first, cheapness; sec- 
ond, small root systems which will ro- 
qulro only a small hole at planting 
tlmo; third, the head may be formed 
at any height; fourth, the root sys- 
tems receive less injury In digging 
than do those of larger trees. The 
advantages of the two-year-olds are 
first, trees with well formed heads; 
second, they will probably reach bear- 
ing size a year sooner than a one-year 
tree; third, it is easier to detect crown 
gall or hairy root upon them than up- 
on yearlings." 

Before planting the fruit trees It is 
evident that ah orchard site must bo 
determined upon. The foremost or- 
chard fruit to.be considered is, of 
course, tho apple, which In common 
with such other fruit as tho farmer 
Is likely to produce requires a deep 
well drained soil. Neither apples nor 
stone fruit will thrivo In damp soil; 
therefore a site Bhould bo selected for 
the rrchard that Is rich In plant food, 
with good natural drainage, and as 
conveniently located with reference 
to the dwelling place as possible. A 
gently sloping side hill is preferable, 
and If It' Is a little stony, so much tho 
better. It may not till bo eaBy, but 
tho fruit will grow better. 

Fruit troeB may be planted either In 
October or April. There haB been 
much discussion aB to J:ho proper way 
to prune and set the young tree. Some 
hold that all tho tops and roots should 
be maintained and that the tree should 
be sot In the same direction It formerly 
occupied with roferonco to the points 
of the compaBB. OtherB say that all 
the branches should be cut off clean 
and most of the stalk also, aB well ai 
all of tho roots. Common sens* 
would suggest a middle ground. The 
head of tho two-year-old tree should be 
cut back bo that throe or four Bide 
limbs aro left and those pruned to 
throe or four buds. Tho roots should 
be pruned to six or eight Inches. If 
tho orchard Bite has 'been put In good 
tilt and furrows opened with the plow 
little hand digging will bo necessary. 
If the boII Is hard and compact, loosen 
it by digging a holo somewhat larger \- 
than neceBBary to hold the roots. One 
of the main .principles especially to 
observe In planting tho . treos .Is to 
haya .the earth well finned about the 
roots, leaving no air spaces. The 
ground should be mulched about the 
troos with nay or straw manure for 
tho winter protection and the trunks 
of the Httlo trees protected from mice 
and rabbits. Allow no grass tc grew 
about the roots. »

Open Air Schools Grow In Favor. 

With the opening of tho fall school 
term, over 200 open air schools and 
fresh air classes for tuberculous, and 
anaemic children, and also for all chil- 
dren In "certain rooms and grades, will 
be In operation in various parts of the 
United States, according to the Nation- 
al Association for tho Study and Pre- 
vention of Tuberculosis. All of theBe 
Bchools have been established since 
January, 1907, when tho first institu- 
tion of this character was opened In 
Providence, It, L On January 1st, 
1910, there were only 13 open air. 
schools In this country and a year lat- 
er the number had increased only to 
29. Thus, tho real growth In this 
movement has been within the last 
two years. Massachusetts now leads 
tho states with 86 fresh air schools 
and classes for tuberculous, anaemic 
and other school children. Boston 
alone having over 80. New York 
comes next with 29, and Ohio is third 
with 21. Open air schools have now 
been established In nearly GO cities In 
19 different states.

TROOPS TO VERA CRUZ TO RE- 
TAKE CITY AND OUST DIAZ. 



U. 8. Crulcer Tacoma Ordered to Co- 
operate With Des Moines In Pro- 
tecting American Interests. 

Washington. Oct. 19.— Dispatches 
rocolved by tho state department 
from Mexico state that President Ma- 
doro has dispatched troops from that 
city of Vera Cruz with tho view of re- 
capturing tho city and driving out 
Felix Diaz, nephew of former Presi- 
dent Diaz, who Is in possession of 
Vera Cruz and considerable aurround- 
ing country. 

A report received at tho stato de- 
partment stating that tho two federal 
Mexican gunboats In tho harbor of 
Vera Cruz have Joined tho rebels was 
denied at tho Mexican embassy. On 
tho contrary it was stated that tho 
gunboats aro In possession of tho 
federals and when tho federal Boldlers 
begin their attack upon Diaz the gun- 
boats will co-operate in forcing Diaz 
to surrender. 

Actlug Secretary of tho Navy Wln- 
throp cabled Commander Darrell of 
tho Tacoma to leave Blueflelds, Nlca- 
rauga, for Tamplco, Mex., immediate- 
ly. It Is expected that the Des Moines, 
which Is en routo to Vera Cruz, may 
possibly need tho help of tho marines 
which are aboard tho Tacoma if it 
becomes neceasnry to interfere with 
tho rebels under. Diaz to protect Amor- 
lean and foreign Interests In Vera 
Cruz.

EUROPEAN NATIONS'. 



GREEK FLEET PUTS TO SEA 



Turkish Warship Is Blown Up by 
Bulgarian Mine — Sultan's Garrison 
of 7,000 Men at Berana Routed by 
Montenegrins. 



London, Oct 20.— Notification that 
Bulgaria, Servia and Greece had de- 
clared war againBt Turkey was given 
to the British foreign office on Fri- 
day. Tho only formality now lacking 
Is the declaration of war by Turkey 
against Greece. This little' detail, 
however, is not delaying tho move- 
ments of tho various armies. The 
Turkish and Bulgarian forceB are 
both advancing, and it Is thought 
rrobable they will moot somewhere 
In the vicinity of Mustapha pass. 

At tho samo timo the Servian army 
is on tho way to Uskup, where an- 
other big battle is anticipated. 

A Turkish warship, while maneuver- 
ing for a position whence to shell a 
Bulgarian port, was blown up by a 
Bulgarian mine, according to unof- 
ficial dispatches from reliable sources. 

Two Greek gunboats, after a daring 
daph past tho strong Turkish fortifica- 
tions* in tho Gulf of Arta. captured a 
Turkish torpedo boat and two steam 
launches armed with rapld-flro guns. 

The whole of the Turkish garrison 
at Berana, consisting of 4,000 regu- 
lars and 3.000 Irregulars, fled in tho 
night before the capture of the town 
by tho Montenegrins. Tho Montene- 
grins pursued tho fleeing garrison and 
took Beveral hundred prisoners and 
three field guns. 

Tho Greek fleet has left AthenB un- 
der sealed orders for an unknown des- 
tination. 

Overshadowing tho actual fighting 
in point of importance are the reports 
from foreign capitals of the growing 
restlessness .of tho powers and tholr 
Increasing activities in preparation 
for any contingency that^may endan- 
ger their respective interests in Eu- 
rope's hotbed of rebellion. 

Dispatches have ben received here 
stating that several Turkish army 
doctors havo been sent from Con- 
stantinople to Janlna, a city near the 
Greek frontier, with a supply of ty- 
phus and cholera germs for the pur- 
pose of spreading disease among the 
troops of the enemy. 

Ouchy, Switzerland, OcOfiO.— The 
final draft of tho treaty of peace be- 
tween Turkey and Italy was signed 
hero on Friday.

Pittsburg, Pa., Oct. 10.— Peter Mes- 
sing, . a , carpenter, dynamited the 
homes of William Jackson and Wil- 
liam Bigger at Pleasant Valley, Thurs- 
day, cut and ,'serlouBly injured three 
persona and l attempted suicide. 

Aviator Dies From Fall.

DEFENSE TESTIMONY IS RULED 
OUT BY COURT. 



Stories by District Attorney Jerome, 

Commissioner Waldo and Frank 

Luban Are Barred. 

New York, Oct 19.— A triple defeat 
was suffered by tho defense In the 
trial of Police Liout Charles Becker, 
charged with the murder of Herman 
Rosenthal in the criminal branch of 
the supremo court before Justice Goff. 

Immediately following tho opening 
of tho defense former District Attor- 
ney W. T. Jerome, Police Commis- 
sioner Rhinelandor^Waldo and Frank 
Luban were callod by Attornoy J. F. 
Mclntyre. chief of counsel for Becker, 
but the cour^ would not allow their 
testimony to stand. 

When Mr. Mclntyro tried to dlscred- 
It part of Jack Rose's story through 
testimony of Mr. Jeromo, tho court 
sustained all tho objections of District 
Attorney Whitman and tho former dis- 
trict attorney could not got his story 
In. 

Next camo Police Commissioner 
Waldo, who testified that ho bad -in- 
structed Becker to raid Rosenthal's 
gambling place and who was further 
prepared to testify that Becker tried 
to got relieved from duty as head of 
the "strong arm" squad, but his evi- 
dence was ruled out as immaterial. 

Tho third defeat camo when the de- 
fense called Frank Luban, brother of 
Morris Luban, who had testified ho 
saw the shooting of Rosenthal and 
had identified tho gunmen In open 
court as the assassins. Frank Luban 
was willing to repudiate his brother's 
story, but all that he was allowed to 
swear to was that "MorrlB Luban 
could not be believed under oath."

COLONEL GLAD TO BE HOME 



Neighbors and Friends Greet Ex-Preil- 
dent on Hio Arrival at tho Station,' 
But Carefully Refrain From Making 
Any Demonstration. 

Sagamore Hill, Oyster Bay, N. Y., 
Oct. 23.— Colonel Roosevelt reached 
Sagamore Hill Tuesday afternoon sur- 
rounded by his family, neighbors and 
friends, feeling "bully," as expressed 
In tho characteristic languago of tho 
ox-president. 

He appeared nono the worso for his 
Journey from Mercy hospital, Chicago, 
whero he was taken following tho dns- 
tardly attempt of John Schrank to as- 
sassinate him in Milwaukee. 

A largo and sympathetic crowd of 
neighbors and homo friends were at 
the Oyster Hay depot to greet tho dis- 
tinguished patient, but owing to tho 
expressed wish of tho colonol's party, 
particularly Mrs. Roosevelt, thero was 
no demonstration of any kind, tho 
crowd standing with bared headB In 
respectful sllenco as tho colonel was 
removed from his private car "Ideal" 
and carried to an ambulance that con- 
veyed him and his physicians, Doctors 
Lambert and Terrell, to tho Roobo- 
velt home. Hero another largo crowd 
awaited his coming. 

Tho colonel was cheerful and ex- 
pressed IiIb plenauro at seeing his old 
friends onco more and of again set- 
ting his foot within the halls of his 
own home. 

The servants of tho houso were 
lined up to recelvo their master and 
hla devoted wife and family and were 
apparently happy over tho fact that 
the colonel looked bo well after his 
terrible experience. 

On Hoard Roosevelt Train, En 
Route, Oct. 23.— On Monday, a mellow 
autumn day whoso warmth seemed 
to breathe a tender sympathy.

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Must Kill Rats to Get Rid of Plague Danger 




THE government experts, after study- 
ing 1,000,000 serum inoculations 
nnd 100,000 plnguo deaths in India, an- 
nounce their conclusions as follows in 
regard to combating that disoaso in 
America: 

Tho eradication of rats is tho all-Im- 
portant thing. / 

Inoculation of human beings con- 
fers a certain degree of immunity 
. against plaguo for a few months only 
hy reducing tho chance of contracting 
tho infection and still further reduc- 
ing the chances of deaths thorefrom. 
Inoculation is not eradication. 

Situations demanding the inocula- 
tion of tho people in mass may again 
ho encountered in some countries, but 
could hardly ariBe In American com- 
anunitles. Even in groups of people 
•who have been intimately exposed to 
plague infection Inoculation is of 
doubtful applicability. In such n case 



IS LITTLEST BABY OF ALL 



Champion Lightweight Babe of Medi- 
cal History Is Born In 
New York. 
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It would bo preferable to roBort to tho 
more rapid means of passive Immuniz- 
ation by the use of anti-plague serum 
either alone or in connection with in- 
oculation. Workers in plaguo labora- 
tories and hospitals, rat catchers, fu- 
mlgators, etc., should be Inoculated at 
least once every six months. 

Tho use of anti-plague serum for 
tho immunization of a whole commu- 
nity is altogether impracticable, be- 
cause of Its excessive cost, tho limit- 
ed supply available, tho short duration 
of tho Immunity conferred, and the ex- 
cessive discomfort and actual danger 
accompanying the repeated adminis- 
tration of serum at such intervals as 
would bo necessary to maintain im- 
munity. 

Tho government's conclusions indi- 
cate tharif tho country is to bo kept 
free from plague next summer, the 
work of rat extermination must be 
carried on unceasingly, regardless of 
the cold weather. 

Inoculation consists In Injecting Into 
a person a solution of killed or attenu- 
ated living plaguo bacilli. Passive Im- 
munization consists In injecting Into a 
person a solution of tho blood of some 
animal (usually a horse) that has been 
Itself Immunized against plague by 
repeated injections, first of dead and 
then of living plaguo bacilli.

8an Antonio, Texas.— Still crimson 
with tho olood rust of centuries, a 
dagger was found In the walls of an 
adobe building In San Antonio, and in 
another part of tho house was found 
a copper pot containing pieces of 
eight It Is regarded as the most 
historical production which Texas has 
yielded in many years and tho coins 
have been Bent to Tiffany In New 
York for valuation. 

Charles Arnaud and Gus Loeloff, his 
brother-in-law, were tearing down an 
ancient structure, used In bygone days 
as a fandango hall, when their picks 
came in contact with something that 
rang differently from the flint rock 
which composed part of tho walls. 
They took their pocket knives and 
scraped away tho mortar and discov- 
ered what resembled a teapot. 

Extracting this vessol from Its coat- 
ing, they dug a flint rock from Its 
opening, whoro the lid should have 
been. At first spider webs obscured 
their view, but after wiping theso 
away they could see dimly that there 
was something at tho bottom of the 
pot It proved to be eight Spanish 
coins, covered with dust How the 
dust got there it is impossible to say, 
as tho largo oponlng of the teapot was 
closed and tho spout was so small 
that only a few drops at a time could 
havo been poured from It And In ad- 
dition tho holo was Inclosed in tho 
solid wall.

Tho dagger has a pearl handle, 
carved by hand, carrying a feathery 
design on one, side and on the other 
a shield and leaves. At one end it 
has a guard almost as largo aa those 
of the Bwords used by the crusaders, 
bearing a bas relief of a wolf's head. 
At the other end It has a similar orna- 
ment tho head of some animal which 
has not yot boon identified. 

The blado 1b seven Inches long, 
•harp on ono side and thick on the 
other. Its point is yet in fine shape 
md could do deadly work. It has pe- 
culiar red stains, believed to have 
been caused by blood. This weapon 
was found near the top of the wall, 
bidden by mortar, and it is thought it 
was tossed there for the purpose of 
concealment. 



New York. — The chnmplon light- 
weight baby of the entire history of 
medical practice according to New 
York physicians, Is being carefully 
guarded in an Incubator at tho Lying- 
In hospital, Second avenue and Sev- 
enteenth street, for fear the faint 
spark of life it possesses may expire 
at any moment Nevertheless, its 
chance for existence scorns favorable. 
It weighs only twenty ounces. 

It owes Its present nold on life to 
Dr. Charles H. Goldsmith of 1910 
Lexington avenuo, who, first believ- 
ing tho little girl; born prematurely, 
had come Into the world dead, later 
noticed a slight twitch of one of the 
eyelids. He then revived tho infant 
by breathing Into Its mouth. Mrs. 
Mary O'Connor of 2595 Eighth avenuo 
is the mother of the child, and at the 
time of Its birth was suffering with 
whooping cough. 

After Dr. Goldsmith had been hur- 
riedly summoned to tho O'Connor 
home he told tho parents, after care- 
ful examination, that tho baby was 
dead. The physician was astonished 
at tho diminutive size of tho infant 

An eight-pound baby is not consid- 
ered a large one, yet this little new- 
comer was only ono-Blxth the weight 
of an eight-pound baby. 

Ab It lay on soft material arranged 
on a table, tho father, hearing the 
doctor's verdict, started out to find an 
undertaker, A few minutes afterwards 
the physician noticed a slight move- 
ment of an eyelid. The father return- 
ed a few minutes later, having ar- 
ranged for the burial, to And the 
physician working to revive tho child, 
though tho appliances usually used In 
such cases wero lacking and there 
was no time to send for them. 



Now York. — Pie eating matches are 
more or leas familiar. Eel eating con- 
tests are much less so, for the simple 
reason that whllo commonly the plo 
eating Is done In public and for a 
wager tho eel eating Is privately dono 
and for fun, though the loser may be 
required to pay for all the eels eaten. 

Thoro Is a llttlo club composed of 
half a dozen substantial men, all lov- 
ers of Boa food, that owns a comfort- 
able bungalow In a pleasant spot on 
tho Long Island shore, In which Its 
members moot occasionally to eat a 
sea food dinner. They do their own 
cooking and thoy are all good cooks, 
with ono or another of them notably 
ablo In somo specialty. Ono 1b partic- 
ularly good on chowder,- others on flBh 
and still others on coIb. This club 
assembled In tho bungalow lately for 
an eel dinner and Incidentally for an 
eel eating contest 

Among fishermen acquainted with 
tho eel In every aspect and among eol 
lovers generally ho 1b considered as a 
qualified eel eater who can eat his 
own length In eelB. But of course no 
man could eat his own length of big 
eels; tho eels for such a test must 
not bo moro than half an Inch in di- 
ameter, which is the standard slzo for 
eels to be eaten In eel eating con- 
tests. Such Is also the slzo eel that 
eel lovers find most agreeable to tho 
taste. 

For this particular occasion the club 
commissioned an eel fisherman to 
gather eels in sufficient quantity and 
also those that should fill the require* 
-monts, being not more than half an 
Inch in diameter nnd of uniform size. 
It took tho fisherman three days to do 
this, though of course In that time 
ho gathered also many larger eels 
which he could market. The eelB for 
the club ho selected by sifting his 
catch through a sieve w*«h a half-Inch 
mesh. / 

The club'B cooking equipment In- 
cludes two big frying pans 18 Inches 
In diameter. Two members sat down 
before the Are with these big frying 
pnnB and fried eels, which wero kept 
hot in an over, and when tho eels 
were all ready tho club began to eat 
In pie eating and some other similar 
contests there Is usually Bet a time 
limit, tho winner being the man who 
eats the greatest number of pies In 
a given time; but there is no time 
limit hero. Tho members eat leisure- 
ly, for enjoyment, and then when all 
havo finished tho measurer measures 
up the bones which each man has 
preserved by himself at the table. One 
lot after another each man's eel 
bones nro stretched out on tho table, 
with the sections set end to end and 
snugly together, and then the meas- 
ure of the string Is taken. 

On this occasion all the men had 
eaten* more than their length of eels

Supt William C. Graves of the 
James C. King" Homo for Old Men, 
made tho statement In a lecture on 
"The Broken Family."
